Claim 19, line 16: "engageable under the stack" has been rewritten as - 
engageable under the stack; wherein the aligning element further comprises a pair of 
aligning elements wherein each said aligning element has a vertically oriented face and 
a horizontal surface portion adjacent the face and generally level with an upper surface

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Claim 21: "the steps of: pressing" has been rewritten as:

providing a pair of aligning elements wherein each said aligning element has a 
vertically oriented face and a horizontal surface portion adjacent the face and generally 
level with an upper surface of the transport substrate;

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In 
combination with Applicants Oct. 2009 arguments novelty is predicated upon a slip- 
preventing faces which act to push an entire stack of flexible sheets relative to a 
transport thereby centering said stack without bending. Any comments considered 
necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee 
and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
